Inthe dim shadows of the Past a few distin- 
guished characters appear moving indistinctly 
before us, invested with an undefined magni- 
tude and importance. 

“Tis distance lends enchantment to the view.’ 
From our youth up we are taught to. regard 
Johnson and Addison as having attained the 
summit of literary excellence, so that all the 
world can do, is, to imitate examples they can 
never surpass. And yet, there are few who, 
having left the student’s cloister, and become 
initiaied into Literature of the day, could mus- 
ter courage to read the Spectator or the Ram- 
bler. . 
The truth is, while from habit we continue 
to pay a kind of reverential tribute to the Past, 
we have long since ceased to held much com 
munion with it. The great majority of us are 
profane enough to act, as if there were greater 


been exhibited at former periods—and some are 
bold enough to avow the belief that the assump- 
tion 1s not altogether untrue. 

As a general rule, the Literature of the last 
century was divorced from great Political or 
Social questions. A few, very few politicians 
were orators; and the essayists dealt freely 
with the minor vices and morals of society 
—but, we can scarcely be mistaken in saying 
that the literary men of the past century gen- 
erally bestowed their labors upon more trivial 
objects, than is the case with their descendants. 
Besides—the Literati of the eighteenth 
century constituted a very limited class— 
were in fact a small aristocracy—and this 
circumstance has given them a prominence

There is no kind of writing, no degree of 
literary excellence, which may not be found in 
the Journalism of the day. 
tions, sketches, tales, memoirs, satires, poems, 
are thrown off without stint or cessation.— 
Journalism has augmented at once the demand 
for thought and its supply. It ntultiplies read- 
ers and writers. It diffuses continually a lit- 
erary taste,developes literary talent. Literature, 
when cultivated by a few, and fashioned into 
books, was apt to assume certain stereotyped 
forms, and lose its versatility. There was an 
Addison-school, distinguished by its feminine 
grace; then followed a Johnson school, priding 
itself upon stateliness and antithesis. Jour- 
nalism has put an end toall this. We have no 
distinct schools of literature. Men write 
as they feel, and in just the kind of style that 
pleases them. To a great extent is it true, 
that we have no masters, no scholars. Style is 
various, infinitely so. Even the same writer 
differs from himself, at different times. There 
is far more Individualism in Literature, than 
there ever was before. 

But, Journalism has-seeured’a still better 
purpose than this. The~spirit of the age is 
bald, searching, eminently practical. It seeks 
progress in all things. It has awakened the 
masses from the sleep of ages, and would now 
use their energies in the attainment of a social 
and an individual perfection, in science, ethics 
and politics, never yet reached. All agencies 
are made subservient to this pyrpose—Litera- 
ture among the rest. A mere abstract Litera- 
ture has few votaries. The man who should 
seek to. be known simply as a fine writer, would 
be despised. The Man of Letters must aim at 
something higher than his own reputation, or 
the amugement of the leisure of others. He 
must imbibe the spirit of his age—ally himself 
to one or all of the series of progressive move- 
ments which characterize it. Literature must 
be practical. Hence the absorption of the in- 
tellectual power of the present age in political, 
social or philanthropic enterprises. Even our 
romancers, if they would be read, must run 
the thread of atility, through their narra- 
tives. Eugene Sue, the greatest of the French 
Novelists, makes his leading novels vehicles of 
reflections and suggestions on social conditions 
and social reforms. The greatest statesmen 
pf both France ang England are also the literary 
ornaments of those countries.

Now, the representative and agent of this in- 
timate alliance between Literature, and Life as 
it is and as it ought-to be, is Journalism, Prac- 
tical Literature 1s intended for the People—to 
their interests is it specially devoted--and 
Journafism is the channel through which they 
are to be most extensively and efficiently reach- 
ed. Henee, it is to the Periodical Press we are 
to look for the exhibitions of the grandest prin- 
ciples in Politi¢s, the boldest theories of Social 
Reform, the broadest views. of Philanthropy— 
enforced and illustrated by every variety of ta- 
lent, under the most ‘Miversified forms, and 
ranging through every degreé of.excellence, 

How true was the remarks*of De. Chalmers, 
not long since, that the periodical issues of the 
press in these days abound with a Literature 
not surpassed in any age of the world!—He 
might have added—and, in many respects, not 
attained to at any former period jn the ‘history 
of mankind.

The Democrat has a long article in reply to 
our comments; endeavoring to convict us of 
divers inconsistencies. Commenting on our 
statement that the slave States now contain a 
larger free colored population than the free 
States, he remarks:— 

“After all his denunciations of the South, is 
he not ashamed to own that the black man 
holds the Southern people, after all, his best 
friends, and will not leave them, notwithstand- 
ing the high professions of the anti-slavery 
folks in free States?” 

We are not in the habit of denouncing the 
South: what we denounce is, Slavery. We have 
never claimed that the free States*treat their 
free colored population better, in fact, than the 
slave States treat theirs; although on the whole, 
the Jaws of the latter are more rigorous. 

We have never claimed for the North, a na- 
tive virtue higher than that of the South.— 
Our abolitionism is not pharaséical. Heaven 
knows the pro-slavery prejudice of this section 
is as cruel, as.it is in the South. 

But, it is not the treatment received by the 
free people of color that generally and chiefly 
determines their residence. ., Other circumstan- 
ces are far more influential. "Thé majority of 
the free colored population: remain in the 
South, because it is the place of their nativity; 
because their relations are generally there; he- 
cause the climate suits best their constitution; 
because habit binds them to it. Men, espe- 
cially those whoare ignorant and degraded, will 
suffer much before they will voluntarily exile 
themselves. “3 

“Bailey is quite a sensible man: inmost 
things, but when he touches slavery andthe 
South, his common sense deserts him. c ar- 
gues that the free negrocs will not emigraté&toj 
the free States ifall disabilities are removed, 
and refers to facts to sustain him in this posi; 
tion. But in the very next paragraph he says: 
«If Kentucky could make up her mind to do jus* 
tice to her laboring population, the question 
would be, not how they could be got rid of, but 
how could they be retained.’ Where would 
they go to, Monsieur Bailey? You say they 
will not go to the free States when all disabili- 
ties are removed. You do not contend that 
they would go South, we suppose?” 

We thank our neighbor for directing atten- 
tion to this apparent inconsistency. When we 
made this remark about Kentucky, we proceed- 
ed on the assumption of the extinction of slave- 
ry in the entire South. The system being 
abolished generally, we repeat our remark, that 
the question for Kentucky would be, not how 
to get rid of her colored people, but how to 
retain them. They certainly would not mi- 
grate northwardly, for physiological and social 
reasons which it is not now necessary to speci- 
fy. But, their tendency would be, to concen- 
trate southwardly, where the mass of laboring 
population is and will continue to be of the 
same family, where the modes of laber are 
adapted to their habits, and where their labor 
would be in greater demand. This tendency,

Mr. Brooke is the only surviving son of the 
late Thomas Brooke, an» English gentleman an 
the service of the East India Company. 
was born in the year 1803, went out to India as

them for the great enterprise in View, and to 
test the qualities of his vessel, he sponkthree 
years upon the seas, His crew_.weré geung, 
able-bodied, enduring .and adycpturotis- “ As 
his was a private expedition, he was not. able to: 
enforce discipline by the articles «oF war, -and’ 
therefore puysued this novel course of training, 
so as fully, to try his materials, and mould 
them in a]l respects to his own views. 

October 28, 1838, he set sail from England, 
and on the 15th of August,J839, he anchored 
abreast of Sarawak, in Borneo, » His inter- 
course with the natives was ofthe most friend- 
ly character. He was permitted to visit the 
interior of their country, and met with every 
indication of a genuine hospitality. He con- 
versedfreely with the Rajah, laying open his 
plaps, and endeavoring to show him the bene- 
fits to result from a* commercial intercourse 
avith other nations. Above all. petty selfishness, 
Hie aimed to induce the Rajah to open his ports 
toall nations—to American-and French, as 
‘well as*English traders. . °-, - 

At the same time, he interested himsclf so 
far as proper in the domestic concerns of this 
friendly potentate, assisted him in quelling re- 
bellion, in suppressing piracy, interfering al- 
ways however to restrain the ferocity of savage 
warfare. So completely in a short time had 
he won the respect and the confidence of the 
Rajah and his subjects, that in the year 1841, 
the former transferred to him the entire sove- 
reignty of Sarawak, and from that moment he 
took his place among the potentates of the 
Asiatic Archipelago. Never was a triumph of 
Justice, Wisdom and Humanity more signal or 
wonderful. 

The work above-mentioned contains the in- 
teresting details of events attending the incep- 
‘tion, progress and completion of this great en-

All enactments to accomplish any of these 
purposes, in slave States or free, are without 
warrant in the common bond of Human Broth- 
erhood, without shadow of sanction from the 
Law of Nature. hey are selfish, wicked, an- 
2i-Democratic, and at war with a comprehen- 
sive, far-secing policy. 

But, there is one thing the free States have a 
right to do—a right to protest against any law 
of a slave State calculated to drive its slave 
population or any portion of it, into their 
limits. Towards the poor victims of such a 
Jaw, they are bound by every motiveof humani- 
ty to exercise kindness and hospitality—but 
with the framers of such a law, they should re- 
monstrate in the tone of freemen, and in the 
language of brethren of the same great Pojiti- 
cal Family. It is because “the Democracy” of

But, we have seen him when disease 
secmed to have had a deeper hold on his frame 
than was the case when he was in Cincinnati. 
Again and again, has he been prostrated upon 
his bed, wasted by copious expectoration, pro- 
fuse sweats, and the deadly hectic—but, as if 
by some miracle, his system would re-act, and 


he wouldfagain and again rise from the brink of 
ihe grave, to resume his arduous labors.

We are reminded of the days when some 
preached Christ for contention, and some for

But, while from various motives politicians 
from antagonistic schools, are beginning to 
make strong anti-slavery demonstrations, it be- 
hoves every true friend of liberty to take care 
that the great cause of Human Rights be not 
identified with any particular creed of Politics 
or Political Economy. Let it rest upon its own 
ground—lét it be advocated on its own merits. 
He is doing it disservice, who would ally it to 
the doctrine of Protection or Free Trade. True, 
in out opinion, the Principles on which it is 
grounded, are in harmony with the course of 
the latter, and repugnant to the spirit of the 
former; but, Free Trade may co-exist with 
Slavery, and Emancipation may be effected by 
a nation which is wedded to Protection.

He is 
alsoan anti-slavery nan; but his zcal against 
slavery seems to be intensified by his indigna- 
tion at the Free Trade notions of the South. 
Looking abroad for arguments in favor of his 
Political Economical doctrines, he sees a con- 
test going on in Great Britain respecting the 
Sugar Duties, which diseriminate in favor of 
frec-labor, against slave-grown sugar. Tlic 
Protectionists insist that these duties shall 
be maintained, and appeal to the anti sla- 
vory sentiment of the country. The Free 
Traders urge, their reduction and equal Zion, 
and appeal to that Public Sentiment which re-] 
cently overthrew the Corn Laws. The Free 
Traders triumph-the ministry of Russell carries 
through Parliament its bill for reducing and 
equalizing the duties on sugar.

The Cincinnati Atlas copies from the Volun- 
teer, the Democratic Campaign Paper of this 
place, an article on the sybject of Slavery, 
written, it is understood, by Mr. Marshall, one 
of its editors, and formerly of Kentucky. The 
Atlas endorses its strong anti-slavery senti- 
ments, while taking exceptions to certain sen- 
timents about the effects of Slavery on the 
slaves. We select such extracts from the arti- 
cle as are worthy of republication :— 


“We observe with pleasure among the Car- 
thage Resolutions, one which expresses strong- 
ly the sentiment of the Democracy upon the 
subject of Wilmot’samendment. We havenot 
the resolution for reference, but it declares the 
unqualified opposition of the Democracy to the 
spread of slavery intoany new territory acquir- 
ed or to be acquired by the United States.— 
Most heartily we respond to the declaration.— 
Every body sees and admits that this institu- 
tion of slavery is the great danger which mena- 
ces the Union—and the present active cause of 
turbulent agitation and strife. Every bodyad- 
mits it isan evil—and yet we continue to fos- 
ter and cherish and extend and defend it. It 
is onid that admitting the institution into ne 
States will remove it from the older ones. Tt 
is false in experience. Jt would bo, if true, a 
vile empiricism which would remove the mala- 
dy from one part of the system to another—a 
malady equally fatal every where, when it 
might be arrested at onée. We are not Aboli- 
tionists, we are not in favor of any interference 
with the institutions of the sovereign States of 
the Union, we would not violate the letter or spi- 
rit of the Constitution, but within the ordinary 
forms and acknowledged powers of the govern- 
ment, we would oppose by every means and at 
all times, the progress of an evil which threat- 
ens the integrity of the Union and impedes the 
prosperity of the people, 

“This evil is daily growing greater, it calls 
for serious reflection and prompt and efficient 
action. We cannot meddle with the existing 
institutions of the State, but we may prevent 
the spread of theevil. The course recommend- 
ed by the resolution offered at the Carthage 
Convention is constitutional, prudent and wise 
True it may revive the discussion of the Mis- 
souri quesiton; doubtless it will, but for that 
we are not bound tamely to see the unchecked 
expansion of a system which is at war with the 
laboring interest of the nation, which banishes 
or degrades the great mass of the poor white 
population and ultimately impoverishes and 
threatens to deatroy even the rich themselves. 
It is in view of the interest of the white men, 
the democratic masses of laboring, white men, 
that we take our peo upon this question, we 
oppose, as we shal] ever do, the extension of this 
institution so ruinous to them.” 

Another Murder.—A few days ago, some dif- 
ficulty occurring between the second engineer 
of the Ohio Mail, and a fireman, the former 
struck the latter a blow, which drove him 
against the furnace, by which he was burnt so 
severely that he died subsequently in great 
agony.

From Brown, 
Congressianal Convention of Clermont, Brown, 
and Highland counties. 
Pursuant to notice a large convention of the 
Liberty men of the Congressional District com- 
posed of the counties of Clermont, Brown and 
Highland, convened on the 27th August at Sar- 
dinia in Brown county. It was cheering to see 
so many of the old and young gathered together 
from all parts of the district to select their oan- 
didate to bear through the approaching canvass 
the white flag of Freedom. 
The Convention. was organized by calling 
Tuomas McCaaur, of Ripley, to the Chair, and 
the appointment of a gentleman whose name 
the writer does not recollect, as Secretary. 
The choice ef the Convention fora candidate 
for Congress fell upon Dr. W. W. Campgeut, of 
Ripley, a gentleman who was formerly a-mem- 
ber of the House of Representatives, and whose 
good sense, sound judgment, and general intel- 
ligence eminently qualify him to represent the 
district. 
The following resolutions were adopted by 
the Convention: 
Whereas the cause of Liberty is dear to eve- 
ry heart, and Liberty isthe birthright of every 
human being, which doctrine is emphatically 
taught in the word of God, and prominently 
stamped upon the instrument which made the 
American people a nation; therefore 
Resolved, That the united efforts of all lov- 
ers of Liberty are called for, not only tempora- 
rily but unceasingly to resist the already over. 
shadowing and still increasing slave power of 
this Government. 
Resolved, That we are more than ever con 
vinced of the necessity of the organization of 
the Liberty party, fecling confident that this is 
the best way of meeting the aggressions of the 
slave power. 
Resolved, That we cannot and will not give 
our political influence to any party, or any 
member of any party, which compromises with 
slavery. 
Resolved, That our warfare is with the ene- 
nies, not with the friends of Freedom. 
Resolved, That we deeply sympathize with 
the emancipated slaves of John Randolph, in 
their trying circumstances, and will ever exert 
our united efforts against those inhuman laws 
which disgrace our statute book, and_that bitter 
prejudice which defrauds them of the rights 
which God and Nature have given them. 
Resolved, 'That we adopt, and will act, upon 
the saying of Washington, “There is but one 
proper and effectual mode by which the aboli- 
tion of slavery can be accomplished, and that 
is by legislative authority; and this, so far as 
my suffrage will go, shall not be wanting.” 
This last resolution was adopted by a rising 
vote, and nearly every voter present rose. 
The Convention was addressnd by S. P. 
Chase, of Cincinnati, and by the Rev. W. Gil- 
mer. And the members separated under a full 
conviction that a great work was to be done in 
October at the ballot box, and fully resolved, 
each man, to do his part of it, by voting and 
persuading his neighbors to vote the Liberty 
ticket. 


From Clark, 

On Wednesday our friend Samuel Lewis filled 
his appointment at our place; he was accompa- 
nied and assisted by T. B. Hudson, who occupi- 
ed the time until adjournment for dinner, draw- 
ing a parallel betwecn the Temperance cause 
and the Anti-Slavery enterprise, showing that’ 
we have the same prejudices and: objections to 
meet and overcome in the latter as the former. 
In the afternoon Mr. Lewis held the audience 
(our court-house being filled) with almost

Mr. Delano has done much to open the eyes 
of this deluded people to the manner in whith 
the Slave Oligarchy of the South has played 
with the confiding people of the North and 
West, and now that such men tell these people 
the truth, which Liberty men have been telling 
them for years, we hope they will be believed. — 
The shoals and sandbars were exhibited to 
them long ago, but it seemed necessary to run 
on to them before they would believe. But 
Mr. Delano has been to and seen what was go- 
ing on in that concentration of slavery influ- 
ence, the city of Washington; he comes home 
to his constituents, and with truth and justice 
exposes that influence to the people.

From Iitinois, 

The anti-slavery cause is gaining ground on 
and even beyond the Mississippi. Four years 
ago a meeting composed of respectable citizens, 
such as ministers of the gospel, lawyers, doc- 
tors, merchants, &c. &c., was held.in Quincy, 
to devise means to arrest the rapid movements 
of the abolitionists which then were making 
rapid strides from the banks of the Mississippi 
tothe dominions of the Queen. These respect:

He received the reward, but, lo, when 
the owner of the slave had departed, he discoy~ 
ered that the moncy was conterfeit. He 
he will never be found again hunting slaves. 
A happy conclusion, and oh! that the whole 
North would adopt it. The fact is, we receive 
nothing but-counterfeit coin from the South for 
our servility. . We annexed Texas andare now 
receiving pay in the shape of a war with Mex- 








co. 
Iam happy to state that Liberty principles 
prevail at least in some parts of Missouri! A 
young man from the Osage country, informs 
me that there are not more than 7 or 8 slaves 
in 3 or 4 counties bordering on the Osage, that 
the slave question is freely discussed, and that 
when a rich planter with many slaves wishes 
to purchase land, the people join together and 
offer a higher price than he is willing or able to 
give, in order to keep out slavery. In some 
settlements half the population are abolition- 
ists. The darkness of slavery will yet disap- 
pear before the glorious light of freedom.
